The event consisted of five 
divisions each with 90 teams. Our Shawkbot team consisted of 10 
students, three teams, three robots and one public-relations guru.

Luis dominated the floor and he was a 
fixture around the entire event, meeting teams from around the world. 


Team 6264: Damian Parlee, Parker Hutcheson and Madison Hill 
were our BC champions and lead the team to Louisville. Facing 
tough competition and mechanical failures with motors, this team 
placed 31st of 90 in their division. However, a prestigious “Think 
Award” was presented to Parker and Damian for all the amazing 
programming done on their robot. 


Team 6264E: Maya Justice, John Yang and Oliver Gould had a very 
stable and consistent machine and after the qualifying round in their 
division they finished in 18th to make the divisional playoffs. 


A tough match led to defeat against the eventual world champions 
from New Zealand. It was a stellar effort from a young and upcoming 
team of robot engineers. 


Team 6264G: Graydon McDonnell, Dendy Addison and Andrey 
Petropavlovskiy had a great run in their qualifying matches. They 
finished 10th out of the 90 teams in their division and were selected 
as a team captain for their divisional playoff round. Again, another 
tough competitor was faced in the first playoff match, and Team 
6264G bowed out with grace to the team that eventually placed 
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second in the world champion final. 

A student-led fine art program, the three years young Shawnigan 
Lake Robotics program has already sent teams to both the 2014 and 
2015 world championships. This is a testament both to the incredible 
dedication and commitment from the students, as they take complete 


ownership and pride in their robotic machines and to the amazing 
support from the school.
